RUSSIA continues to 
be the 
crucial theater in our global 
conflict, with vast issues of both 
war and peace at stake—the one 
along the bloody Dnieper front and 
lithe other in the tranquil atmos- 
f phere (we hope) of the conference 
ut Moscow. 
These two momentous 
events 
may come to rank among the de­ 
cisive developments of the world 
syrpggle. The titanic Battle of the 
Dnieper is In that delicately bal­ 
anced stage where it could within 
a short time produce a German de­ 
bacle. 
The 
politico - military 
parley 
among representatives of the big 
three—America, Russia and Brit- 
Ain—is dealing in the preliminary 
stages with problems which affect 
al) mankind. 
Because 
defeat 
of 
Hitler 
as 
quickly as possible means so much 
to us, the terrible conflict along 
the Dnieper may seem to be more 
important than the Moscow parley. 
I doubt whether it is, though. 
THE Red offensive could bog 
down in the autumn deluge 
and mud without damage to the 
Allied cause other than a delay 
in smashing the Hitlerites, where­ 
as a failure of the big three con­ 
ference to lay the foundations of 
full cooperation, might be so dis- 
asterous as to precipitate another 
world conflict. 
The first task of conferees Hull, 
Eden and Molotov is to remove 
the distrust and suspicion which 
have been plaguing the three ma 
jor powers. 
Until that is done there can be 
title progress is settling such com 
plicated 
problems 
as 
post-war 
boundaries and the political com­ 
plexion of European governments 
whiqb now are in the melting pot, 
Unless it is done there’s likely 
to be another war in our time. 
T hat phrase “war in our time,** 
which Just slipped into our copy, 
reminds one of Hie late British 
Prime M inister‘Chamberlain’s fa­ 
mous slogan “peace in odr time,’’ 
and of an interesting discovery by 
my colleague Sigrid Ame, Asso­ 
ciated Press writer. 


T If RUNNING through an old 
I song book. Miss Ame paused 
over the Russian national anthem 
of Charlet days and there big as a 
church steeple was the double of 
our friend “peace in our time 
The last line of each of the three 
verses of the anthem is: 
“Give to us peace in our time, 
O Lord.’’ 
Maybe that’s a good augury for 
the Moscow conference. What Mr 
Chamberlain failed to achieve at 
Munich (to which this columnist 
followed 
him) 
may 
be 
accom­ 
plished in the native land of the 
old anthem. 
Ifs logical to believe that the 
Battle of the Dnieper may influ­ 
ence the Moscow conference if the 
fighting should produce a sudden 
Nail rout. 
Certainly 
the 
warraly<i abated 
question of the “second 
front*’ 
would come up for review, since 
a great Nazi upset would be bound 
to revive the Russian demand for 
invasion of France in order to get 
Hitler 
between

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25—Great­ 
er production of civilian essentials 
is in store for next year, barring 
a bad break on the war fronts. 
Uuiess military requirements take 
ap unanticipated turn, the pros­ 
pects now are reasonably good for 
at least a slight boost in manufac­ 
tures of civilian goods in the first 
quarter of 1944. 
The war production board’s re­ 
quire merits committee has started 
reviewing civilian needs in rela­ 
tion to military schedules to de­ 
termine what increases may be 
made. 
The committee's decisions prob­ 
ably will be governed to a consid­ 
erable extent by the adequacy of 
supplies of three basic metals— 
steel, aluminum aud copper. 
Quantities of aluminum on hand 
and in prospect are reported satis­ 
factory, but the same can't be said 
at steel and copper. 
Thus some officials believe that 
badly-needed articles which may 
be made of aluminum—flat irons 
for example—probably will be com­ 
ing along In a few months. 
All officials agree that there is 
no outlook Bow and probably will 
he none for many months for the 
manufacture of frills.

ALLIED HEADQUARTERS. Al­ 
giers, Oct. 25 — Violent mountain 
battles flared on the Fifth army 
front In Italy today as the result 
of an Allied drive of three miles 
that took the vital rail and road 
junction of Sparanise, 13 milee 
from the western coast. 
The advance of the Fifth army 
witnessed by Gen. Dwight D. Els 
enhower while on a tour of the 
front, placed American and British 
troops north of the stoutly-defend 
ed Regia defense canal leading to 
the sea and imperiled the position 
of the Nail troops in that area 
“If they don’t get out they will 
be caught in a pocket,” a military 
commentator said. 
The .Germans launched counter­ 
attack after counter-attack in an 
effort to relieve their position, but, 
in the words of the commentator, 
they were driven off with “a bloody 
nose”. 
Albanian Plaid Hit Again 
The entire tempo of the war in 
the sea and air stiffened as Ameri­ 
can heavy bombers blasted south 
arn Austria and raided the air 
field at Tirana, Albania, a second 
time. 
On the Eighth army’s eastern 
front Sir Bernard L. Montgomery’s 
men 
poured 
into 
an 
enlarged 
bridgehead across the Trigno river 
to attack German positions beyond. 
On the Fifth army front heavy 
German counter-attacks flared east 
from Sparanise toward Pignatore 
and 
Maggiora. 
American troops 
smashed back four Nazi assaults in 
24 hours. 
The Fifth army advance in a 
mountainous area overlooking the 
coast constitutes a severe threat 
to the entire German position and 
If continued seriously will endan­ 
ger the enemy's Massico ridge 
line. 
Aircraft Factory Struck 
The rail yards and aircraft fac­ 
tory s t Pi Bio la near Florence were 
bombed last night and other cora* 
manicstioos Baas a t Ferm is on the 
wast onset and nearby Minturno 
were blasted again.

and IS Nazi planes were shot down. 
The Germans stepped up their 
air defense by throwing at least 
60 fighters against the Allied at­ 
tackers. 
American Flying Fortresses and 
Liberators, flying for the time with 
the escort of long-range P-38 Light­ 
nings from Italian bases for a foray 
over actual territory of the reich, 
made the stab into southern Aus­ 
tria. 
The big bombers encountered 
bad weather, however, so that they 
could not report an' accurate ob­ 
servation of results. 
Alexander Bess Hard Job 
B-25 Mitchells, iweeping over the 
Adriatic for a second surprise at­ 
tack, carried out the mission to 
Tirana and destroyed a number of 
grounded aircraft. 
Lightnings previously had skim­ 
med low over the same target with 
cannon and machine guns working 
over the troops, hangars, work­ 
shops and vehicles on the field. A 
Junkers-52 transport coming in to 
land was picked off by one Light­ 
ning. 
Although 
both Gen. Montgom- 
dry’s forces on the east and the 
Fifth army on the west are sweep­ 
ing the enemy steadily back. Gen. 
Sir Harold 
Alexander cautioned 
that “progress to Rome will be in­ 
creasingly slower.” 
At a press conferencs. Alexander, 
second in command to Eisenhower, 
said “all roads lead to Rome but 
all roads are mined and bridges 
are down. Slogging across country 
is very costly and slow, but WB 
must get to Rome.”

WASHINGTON, Oct. 25—Contin­ 
ued rail transportation and coal 
production hung in the balance to­ 
day, threatened by strikes over 
wages. 
The war production board fort­ 
es w crippling results la steel plants, 
shipyards and munitions factories 
unless the situation eases quickly. 
The soft coal problem, raised be­ 
cause the United Mine Workers 
lack a contract with the Operators, 
is complicated further by reports 
that the war labor board is cool 
to a proposed “model” plan. 
WLB Cool To 'Model’ 
The WLB, trustworthy sources 
said, is not likely to approve the 
union-backed “model”—a contract 
with the Illinois Soft Coal Opera­ 
tors association raising wages in 
effect $1.50 a day. 
An alternate 
formula, calling for $1.13| a day 
more may be suggested by the 
board. 
Week-end parleys of the board 
were impelled by the rapid disaffec­ 
tion in the coal fields after govern­ 
ment return of mines to private 
ownership. 
Approximately 35,000 of tbe 500, 
OOO soft coal miners laid down their 
tools. 
The UMW urged the men 
to return today, pending a settle­ 
ment of the wage demands. 
A back-to-work movement start­ 
ed Sunday night. 
Rail Problem Nears Crisis 
Tbe rail employment problem 
meantime neared a crisis. 
The 
five 
operating 
unions 
prepared 
for a strike vote among 350,000 
workers who demanded a minimum 
wage boost of $3 a day. A federal 
emergency board recommended an 
increase of 4 cents an hour. The 
strike vote will require about SO 
days. 
In conjunction, the Brotherhood 
of Railroad Trainmen demanded 
sweeping revision of working rules 
for Its membership. The President 
and wage committee would be given 
the power to call a strike to en 
force any demand# made upon the 
railroad management. This broad 
change is to be submitted to the 
union members for a vote. 
A pessimistic view of the coal 
supply came, meanwhile, from a 
joint Brltish-American board sur­ 
veying Allied requirements. 
The report said Britain if 30,000 
miners short, the U. 8. needs 35,- 
000 more and the combined mines 
are losing employment a t toe rate 
of 2,500 a month. 
The United Nations need 900,- 
000,000 tons of U. 8. bituminous 
coal for 1943 and production was 
estimated at only 590,OOO*OOO, which 
means the stockpile will hit a 
gravely low figure of 40,000,000 
tons by Jan. I. 
The coal shortage, especially In 
view of the walkouts in Alabama 
and Indiana, already has hit ship­ 
yards on the gulf coast, said the 
war production board. 
A work stoppage over wages of 
crane operators at th# Bethlehem

shipyard

Baltimore 
will delay the launching of three 
Liberty ships, the yard’s managers 
said.

LONDON, Oct. 25—Rival Yugo­ 
slav forces of Gen. Josip (Tito) 
Bros and Gen. Draja Mihailovlc 
have clashed in a bitter battle in 
the hills of Montenegro, Tito’s 
free Yugoslav radio announced to­ 
day as his Partisans continued to 
engage 
the 
Germans 
In .other 
parts of war-torn Yugoslavia. 
The fighting between Tito's Par­ 
tisans and the forces of King Pe­ 
ter’s war minister was said to be 
particularly heavy in the Mate- 
sevo and Mont Cakor areas where, 
the radio declared, 
Mlhailovic’s 
Chetniks have Joined the Germans 
An earlier communique, which 
announced that tbe Partisans had 
stormed two German strongholds 
in western Bosnia and captured 
2,000 Nazi officers and men, said 
the Nazis and Chetniks were at­ 
tacking “without success” at Mate- 
sevo and “ ho for they have lost 
300 killed.” 
Tito repeatedly has accused Mi- 
hailovic of aiding the Germans. 
A Reuters dispatch from Cairo 
quoted reports to the Yugoslav 
government as saying the whole 
estuary of Kotor, Adriatic port 130 
miles south of 8pllt and one of the 
best natural harbors in all Yugo­ 
slavia, is in the hands of M lh a1 Jo­ 
sie's forces.

Trapped Below Decks

"IBALM BEACH, Fla., Oct. 25 
Eighty-eight men were killed off 
the Florida coast last Wednesday 
night when two tankers collided 
and exploded, burning to death 
scores of men and hurtling bodies 
U Hundreds of feet into the air. 
Twenty-eight men survived. Four 
were burned severely. 
A majority of the dead were 
^ trapped below deck. More than 30 
victims were blown to Bits. 
Twenty-oight bodies were remov 
ed from one vessel Saturday night; 
many bodies remained aboard the 
other ship, which had been loaded 
with several thousand gallons of 
high-octane gasoline. 
The navy said the disaster was 
*. not due to enemy action. 
Whiter Deutsch, coast guards­ 
man of Huntington, N. Y., aboard 
the first rescue boat to reach the 
scene, said the ships were only 
several hundred feet apart when he 
arrived. Both were afire from bow 
to stern. 
‘Hell On Earth’ 
“It was hell on earth for those 
poor souls,” he said. “We heard 
I screams from way out and we 
could help only a little. I saw men 
freeze on deck, unable to jump. 
Their clothes were burning and 
they knelt to pray. 
“One of the 12 men we rescued 
was burned so badly he begged for 
something with which to kill him 
self. 
“Magazines of both ships were 
exploding and It appeared like a 
hailstorm.” 
When rescue parties 
boarded 
one vessel, they were greeted by 
41 shabby-looking tail-wagging dog. 
The cause of the accident is 
not definitely known. Although 
survivors were unable to relate 
many details, they gave enough in­ 
formation for officials to believe 
the empty tanker—the larger one 
headed south—had veered too near 
shore and an attempt had been 
made to yeturn It to Its course. 
8eemed To Change Course 
A witness said the larger ship 
seemed to change its course the 
last five seconds before the collis­ 
ion. 
“Without warning, lf seemed to 
head straight for us,” he said. “It 
rammed us near midship. There 
was a terrific explosion and I was 
knocked from the gun turret onto 
a lower deck.” 
Sixty-sevea of the dead were 
merchant seamen. The remainder 
were navy gun crew members. 
One seaman lost his father and 
another his son. 
The names of victims were with­ 
held pending notification of next 
of kin.

They cannot disclose their work­ 
ing estimates of the military sit­ 
uation, the timetable and the com­ 
ponents of their military plans. Yet 
nothing else ie felly intelligible 
without this knowledge. 
We mnet remember that there 
ie almoet always this vacuum in 
our information and not yield to 
the tempt&tlon of substituting for 
the crucial military knowledge we 
lack a story based upon ideological 
and political theories which are a 
dime a doten. 
T 
HUS there ie much speculation 
these days as to why the Rus­ 
sians continue to harp upon the 
need tor a second front in north­ 
ern Europe when all onr military 
plane, as drawn up at Quebec, 
have been communicated fully and 
carefully to them. 
Now while I do not know that 
it la so, it la quite conceivable 
that the explanation may be exactly 
what. Col. Akimov, writing in a 
Moscow newspaper, says, namely 
that "the Red army’s recent suc­ 
cesses have made the situation 
more favorable" 
than 
our 
esti­ 
mates 
prophesied 
the 
situation 
would be when British-American 
plana were made In August. 
If that la the case, or even if the 
Russians believe it to he the case, a 
reconsideration 
of 
our 
military 
plans by the highest authorities 
obviously would take precedence 
over any other question we wish to 
discuss with the Russians. 
fo r tbs time when and the man­ 
ner in which the war la concluded 
necessarily will fix the conditions 
of the armistice and the settle- 
ment and of the post-war co-opera­ 
tion. 


DO not know, and do riot pro­ 
fess to have an opinion, aa to 
whether the actual timetable of 
military action in Europe la run­ 
ning ahead of the timetable of our 
military plana. 
But experience shows that this 
can happen in war. Wa know that 
tbs Germans defeated France so 
much more quickly than the Ger­ 
man general staff anticipated that 
they were unable to exploit the 
victory fully by pushing on to Eng­ 
land. 
We know now that our military 
plans for the occupation of North 
Africa were based on too conserva­ 
tive an estimate and too pessimis­ 
tic 
Intelligence 
reports 
of 
the 
amount of Vichy French resistance 
we would encounter lf we had tried 
to Belie Tunisia at once. 
We know also that the fall of 
Mussolini and the 
turnabout 
of 
Radogllo took place several weeks 
ahead of our military timetable 
and that consequently we were un­ 
able to take full advantage of our 
victory over Italy. 


IN EACH case enormous political 
consequences followed from the 
military circumstance. 
If. for example, we had seized 
all of French North Africa in the 
first plaoe, instead of haying to 
fight a long military campaign in 
Tnniala, in all likelihood no such 
acute conflict would have devel­ 
oped between our sense of mili­ 
tary expediency and a wise politi­ 
cal policy in our relations with 
the French. 
And clearly, if we had been 
ready and able to land In Rome, 
Genoa and elsewhere ae soon as 
Badogllo came over to us, the In­ 
describable tragedy of the war In 
Italy might have been averted and 
the whole Balkan position trans­ 
formed radically and at once. 
We have had It explained to us 
that logistics control our Invasion 
of Europe, but we must not fail 
to realize how much military in­ 
telligence estim ates control logis­ 
tical planning. 
IL for example, you 
plan an 
operation against Klska on the as­ 
sumption that there are ten thous­ 
and Japanese there ready to do or 
die, it will take you so and so 
many weeks to assemble the neces­ 
sary force. But suppose there are 
not ten thousand Jap&nse on Klska.

DISCUSSING

with Russia today we must re­ 
member that tbs substance of much 
that seems enigmatic ie almost 
certainly to be found in military 
factors about which soldiers dif­ 
fer and to which the general public 
hat no access whatever. 
The deepest secret of the war 
is involved — namely, differing 
Judgment about the actual posi­ 
tions of Germany and of the Allies 
Not sharing this secret, we must 
beware of resorting to far-fetched 
theories to explain what most cer­ 
tainly cannot be explained without 
knowing the secret 
Ae an example of a far-fetched 
theory, I have aeen it argued re­ 
cently that the Russians are harp­ 
ing on a second front because, be­ 
lieving that we shall not open a 
second front, they wish to establish 
the fact that they won the Euro­ 
pean war single-handed and are 
entitled therefore to dominate the 
whole of Europe. 
This is the kind of story which 
seems to make sense hut is not 
true. It is not true because our 
soldiers believe In a second front 
and are preparing one. 
If there ie an Issue with the 
Russians It is not whether but 
when. 
Moreover they know when our 
soldiers think it can be done, and 
if they disagree it is because they 
think, 
perhaps 
rightly, 
perhaps 
wrongly, that the German position 
is such th at the second front can 
be opened sooner.

Flying The Wounded 


Lin Yutang On 'Realists’ 
IN “Between Tears And Laughter", Liu Yutang's 
outspoken book on the manhandling of Asia- 
. tic problems by Occidentals who don't know what 
they are doing, there are some sharply pointed 
rem arks on the danger of what this Chinese 
philosopher thinks of as Europeanisation and 
many Americans currently are thinking of as 
“realism". 
This threatens to become a national fetish, so 
it is b est to understand that it Is probably as 
unreliable aa any other fetish. “Realism" that 
over-stressed materialism (Lin Yutang calls it 
the meu-llve-by-potatoes axiom ) 
h ts 
kept Eu­ 
rope In chaos and bloodshed for centuries, lf 
applied to the world-at-large, which is what some 
of the "realists" say they hope to do, he sees 
all of m ankind b leeding and dying under the 
same curse. 
"The supreme modern humbug," he declares, 
"la that the mere possession of facts is a good 
excuse and 
justification 
for dispensing 
with 
principles. Remember only one thing: The ex­ 
perts have all the facts, while the people have 
all the judgm ent" 
The "realists" who are promising to make 
everything all right by substituting cynicism 
for faith and hard-heartedhees for sympathy have 
hied Europe to death with their method. They 
have had all the facts, but they could do nothing 
iwith them because they lacked the principles. 
They do not deserve the confidence they are 
wakiug for today.

PHILADELPHIA — One hundred

twenty-five 
thousand 
men, 
wounded or sick, have been flown 
from American combat areas to 
hospitals in the last 20 months. 
In September. 1.015 men were 
flown from battles all over the 
world, all the way home to base 
hospitals In the United States. 
In North Africa and Sicily the 
12th air force flew 25,000 wounded 
without a single accident, and with 
only one death enroute. 
These are the highlights In one 
of the w ar's most dram atic stories, 
given to the Association of Mili­ 
tary Surgeons of the United States 
by Lieut. Col. Richard L, Melting 
of the air surgeon’s office army 
air forces at W ashington. 
He said the planes have done 
what medical men. generals and 
airmen 
believed 
impossible 
two 
years ago. The doctors 
thought 
flying would be Injurious to some 
cases. 
But very nearly every type of 
wound and disease, Col. Mailing 


said, now has been flown success 
fully, except poison gas casualties. 
There have been none of the lat­ 
ter. However, the planes are equip­ 
ped to handle them safely. 
Instead 
of 
the 
transport 
of 
wounded being in the way of mili­ 
tary operations, as was feared two 
years ago, this air transport ac­ 
tually has speeded up the move­ 
ment of troops and m aterial Into 
battle. 
Flying the wounded has relieved 
the congested military roads of the 
need 
for many of the vehicles 
that woald have had to carry cas­ 
ualties and has left more spice for 
combat troops. 
American casualties have been 
flown 
all 
the way 
home 
from 
Karachi, India, 
in 
less 
than a 
week, a trip that by hospital ship 
would have taken a minimum of 
two and a half months.

A Tale Of The Jungle

OMEWHERE IN THE SOUTH 
PACIFIC — A fallen 
banyan 
tree and Jap carelessness are the 
only reasons an army captain and 
an arm y corporal are alive to tell 
the story of their harrowing ex­ 
perience in 
the Battle of New 
Georgia. 
They are Capt. Charles Bchnee 
of Sandusky, O., and Corp. John 
Fisher, 28, of New Philadelphia, 
O. 
Corp. Fisher thinks luck 
was 
just as im portant as the log or the 
Japanese inability to get them out 
of a predicam ent which found them 
at one time in a Jap bivouac, a 
few minutes later 200 yards behind 
a Japanese fighting line and for 
the next 19 hours motionless be­ 
hind the log hiding them from 
Japs, often only four or five yards 
away. 
Corp, Fisher told this story: 
"W e'd been out with an observa­ 
tion unit. Capt. Schnee and I were 
relieved and were assigned to pick 
out new gun positions on the way 
back to our area. Capt. Schnee 


had his pistol but my rifle had 
gotten awfully fouled up. It wasn't 
any good so I left It there.

E started back on Saturday 
the 14th (Septem ber). How 
do I 
rem ember 
the 
date? 
We 
were rescued on the 15th which 
was the next day and i'll never 
forget that. 
"We got off the path in the dense 
jungle but loon we came Into a 
new one. This was one pretty-well- 
nsed. All of a sudden we broke into 
a bivouac area. It’s like that in the 
Jungle. One minute you’re In the 
bush and the next minute you're 
in the open. 
"We 
thought it might be an 
American area but went along cau­ 
tiously. We were looking at a little 
iean-to when Capt. Schnee nudged 
me and pointed. About 40 or 50 
yards away to the west, a Japa­ 
nese was laying brand new yellow 
wire. 
"It took us about nothing flat to 
get out of there without the Jap 
seeing us. We'd gone down an­ 
other path about 25 yards in all 
when all hell broke loose.

a fight. It was obvious that the 
Americans would drive back the 
Japs on the very path we were 
using but there was no place for 
us to go except behind the big log.

enough noise to turn over on my 
back. I'd been on my belly for six 
hours or better.

morning when we heard tractors. 
"We tried to pick out American 
words because 
we figured they 
were our troops. Sure enough, we 
heard English words and called 
oat to them. 
“We told them we were under 
the log, where we were from, our 
unit and everything. Then we said 
we’d come out on the right hand 
side of the road.

But they were Americans all 
right and they got us back to the 
rear where we gave them Informa­ 
tion on the Japs we'd seen and 
things Uke that."

Does Man Elected To Public Office 


Have Ethical Right To Quit Post To 


Run For Another Position?

I 
WOULD like to discuss with the congregation 
today a m atter that has been troubling m a 
for soma time. 
It has to do with the technical and ethical rela- 
tlons between a public officeholder and tbs pub­ 
lic. There even may be a legal question Involved. 
I would like to talk It over with you folks. 
As an example let us take the case of Thomas 
Bdntund Dewey, governor of New York. I could 
throw In Gov. Bricker of Ohio, Gov. W arren of 
California and Gov. Saltonstall of M assachusetts 
but let us confine ourselves to one guy to avoid 
confusion. 
* 
Well, then, we have Gov. Dewey, a very nice 
young man and very able and one of my favorites 
In public life. He is being mentioned as a pos­ 
sibility for the Republican nomination for pres­ 
ident. He has stated he is not a candidate and 
thai be wishes to serve out his term as governor 
of New York. 
There is talk that the Republicans may draft 
him, which la to say nominate him without his 
open consent, and it appears that some persons 
think that there is some ethioal obligation for a 
m an to accept a nomination under such circum­ 
stances. 
But what about the obligation of Gov. Dewey to 
the people of the state of New York? 


xx THEN a man is elected to public office, does 
VV he not, In effect, enter into contractual rela­ 
tions with the people, or anyway a m ajority of 
the people, to serve them In th at office to the 
best of his ability for the term specified by law? 
Does he not in his candidacy for that office imply 
th at he desires it for the full term and does he 
say, "I will hold it only a t my convenience and 
until I get a better offer?” 
Is he not elected because the m ajority of the 
people feel that his services In the office are 
of special value to them, for which they pay him 
adequate salary? Is he entitled to relinquish the 
office to seek another job w ithout putting the 
question of his relinquishm ent to a vote of the 
people? 
Is he entitled to foist upon the people, by his 
relinquishm ent, a successor? 
Should 
not the 
people of the elate of New York, still using Gov. 
Dewey as an example, have redress through legal 
action for damages la the event he relinquishes 
his office before the expiration of his full term 
to seek the presidency? 
Another thing. We often have seen holders of 
one public office pursuing another, sometimes 
far outside their own boundaries, w ithout relin­ 
quishing their original office during the pursuit 
and w ithout relinquishing it lf defeated for the 
other office.

8 IT fair to the people, or is it honorable of 
these public men to accept the salary of one 
office while seeking another? Is It fair or honor­ 
able of them to use the time for which they 
are being paid by the people to discharge the 
functions of one office, in oampaigning for an­ 
other? 
Could they not reasonably be sued by the 
people in a court of law for damages to the people 
by their neglect of duty? 
Is it right for even the president of the United 
States to lay aside the weighty affairs of his 
office to travel widely in his own political in­ 
terests at great cost to the people In the salaries 
and expenses of his entourage, and to the In­ 
convenience and confusion of communities th at 
deem it im perative to recognise his position? 
Should be receive pay for the tim e he is absent 
from his duties and engaged in his personal busi­ 
ness or should he be docked? Let us discuss each 
of these questions in order hut kindly do not all 
talk at once.

Stitches In Time

T 
HE notion that walking la a satisfactory sub­ 
stitute for riding lingers on. It shows w hat 
a shortage of transportation plus wishful think­ 
ing ran do. 
Nevertheless, a lot of converts must walk be­ 
cause of necessity. There are some wartime trans­ 
portation problems that can he solved only by 
picking ’em up and laying ‘em down. 
Now that the wet season is here, converts 
who have not had previous experience with rain 
and snow may need a few stitches In time. 
W et season walking Is impossible without p ro 
per equipment. Starting from the bottom and 
working up, here are the basic requirem ents; 
One pair of overshoes of a size that will fit 
all the shoes that might be worn on wet daya, 
or a pair of overshoes for each pair. Also a 
duplicate pair for the other end of the line in 
case it Is reached without overshoes and there­ 
after th# w eather turns wet. 
One pair of galoshes suitable for wearing In 
deep snow, also an alternate pair for the other 
end of the line. 
A supply of heavy, wool socks to ward off 
cold feet and complications resulting from water 
splashing onto the ankles and snow melting in 
the shoes. Also, a duplicate supply at every 
destination. 
A water repellent coat of ankle length, or ar­ 
rangem ents to have a (‘bange of clothing at each 
destination in the event of arriving there soak­ 
ed through. 
An umbrella for deluges which occur when 
packages are being carried. Also, another um­ 
brella to he used when the first umbrella bas 
been left somewhere. 
These bits of basic equipment having been 
procured and distributed In the right places, the 
walker should begin to think about supplier for 
zero weather. 
He will need fur mittens to keep his fingera 
from fqsezing as he plods along in the frosty air 
swinging his arms. 
We will need some means of keeping his 
ears warm. 
He will need a supply of cold rem edies to 
undo the damage he will do by getting chilled 
and damp and a high priority with a family doc­ 
tor when he finally succumbs to something seri­ 
ous. Yet, there still are people who pretend that 
walking is not an unreasonable substitute for 
riding.

Exposure to the disease is un 
avoidable for the American troops 
The Arabs are all covered with 
lice and it is necessary to shake 
hands with them, lf you want to 
get anything out of them like a 
little extra food, etc. 
Another condition that few Amer 
lean physicians have been familiar 
with and which is common in Af­ 
rica Is malaria. The American 
troops stay protected by taking 
atabrine — four tablets weekly. 
Whenever a man leaves off his ata­ 
brine for a week, he comes down 
with a chill. My doctor friend 
takes his atabrine faithfully and 
said he would have a blood exam­ 
ination made but he is afraid to 
look at it. 
Sulfa Produces Miracles 
The sulfa drugs continue to pro­ 
duce miracles. This I hear also 
from doctors in American camps. 
There were no deaths In the Afri­ 
can hospital in over 300 cases of 
pneumonia. That is Indeed mirac­ 
ulous. 
Bacillary 
dysentery 
also 
yields promptly. There is a tremen­ 
dous reduction of bone and tissue 
infections from ordnance action. 
A curious feature is that so many 
soldiers come down 
with ulcer 
of the stomach—2 percent of all 
admissions to the hospital. It does 
seem to prove what many doctors 
have claimed for a long time—that 
ulcer of the stomach comes from 
emotional reactions. It Is easy to 
Imagine there must be plenty of 
such reactions at the battle front,
